The  Typhoon  gridsters  of  Newport  News  made  1951  a banner 
year  as  far  as  playing  fine  football  goes.  The  split  "T,"  introduced 
the  previous  year  by  Heach  Coach  Pete  Sachon,  provided  blue  and 
gold  fans  with  the  wide  open  kind  of  football  that  thrills  every 
crowd.  Anytime  during  a game  one  would  look  for  Ronnie  Jenkins 
to  break  away  on  a seventy  yard  gallop  or  for  All-Stater  Bobby 
Pogue  to  latch  onto  a touchdown  pass  from  Quarterback  Bob  Con- 
ley.
